•  All  dogs  over  three  months  of  age  must  be  licensed  by  May  l". 

•  Legal  rates:  males  and  females  $9.00,  neutered  males  $6.50,  spayed  females  $6.50.  Owner  over 
65,  $2.00  for  first  dog,  regular  rates  for  additional  dogs. 

•  State  Law  requires  all  dogs  to  have  rabies  shots. 

•  Rabies  certificates  are  required  for  licensing. 

•  Failure  to  license  makes  owners  liable  for  a  $25.00  fine  and  a  $1.00  penalty  per  month  after 
June  l'\  It's  the  law!! 

•  Owners  are  liable  for  fi-ee  nmning  dogs.  If  in  doubt,  check  the  state  statues  RSA:466.  The 
penalties  are  severe 


•      TO  PROPERTY  OWNERS: 

The  law  provides  that  those  who  do  not  return  their  inventory  forms  by  April  15  not  only  lose  their 
right  to  appeal  their  taxes  but  also  are  now  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  but  up  to  and 
not  over  $50.00. 

TO  THOSE  BUILDING  NEW  OR  MAKING  CHANGES: 

The  Town  building  code  requires  permits  to  construct  or  remodel  any  building.  There  are 
exceptions.  Check  first  with  the  Selectmen. 

TO  THOSE  OPERATING  IN  OR  NEW  WETLAND  OR  WATERWAYS: 

RSA  438-A  A  Dredge  &  Fill  application  must  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  before  commending 
work.  Fines  can  be  assessed  for  noncompliance.

Article  13:  Anne  Hier  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,500  for  use  by  the  Planning  Board  to  initiate  an 
update  of  the  Town's  Master  Plan.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dan  Poor  and  voted  on  in  the  afiBrmative. 

Article  14:  Larry  Dingee  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75,000  to  repair  the  Covered  Bridge 
in  Squag  City  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  up  to  $50,000  from  the  Bridge  Capital  Reserve  Fund  with 
the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Sandy  Redlands  and  voted  on  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  15:  Peter  Stoors  moved  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  Town 
Administration  Study  Committee  of  at  least  three  (3)  but  no  more  than  seven  (7)  members  to  study 
alternative  ways  to  administer  the  Town's  business  and  to  report  back  at  the  2002  Cornish  Town  Meeting. 
Said  report  to  be  printed  in  the  Town  Report  for  that  meeting.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Ricky  Poor. 
There  was  a  hand  count  taken  with  the  results  being:  Yes  =  36     No  =  66    Moderator  Burling  declared  the 
vote  to  be  in  the  negative. 

Article  16:  Larry  Dingee  moved  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepayment  of  taxes  as 
authorized  under  RSA  80:52a.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Bob  Maslan  and  voted  on  in  the  afBrmative. 

Article  17:  Bill  Gallagher  moved  to  hear  reports  of  OfiBcers,  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore 
chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Alan  Penfold  and  voted  on  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  18:  Other  Business  -  Lois  Fitts  indicated  that  she  would  like  to  see  a  report  in  the  Annual  Report 
relating  to  activities  and  events  of  Old  Home  Day. 

The  Conservation  Commission  award  was  presented  by  Gar  Hier  to  Nancy  Wightman  for  her  23  years  of 
service  on  the  recycling  committee.  She  was  called  the  mother  of  this  committee  and  without  her  the  center 
would  not  be  where  it  is  today.  The  1st  Citizen  Award  was  presented  by  Cheston  &  Ann  Newbold  and 
Connie  Kousman  to  Mike  Yatsevitch.  The  award  is  a  bronze  bust  of  Michael  Yatsevitch,  IV  sculpted  by 
Suzanne  Lupien.  The  sculpture  will  be  permanently  displayed  in  the  Town  Office.  Mike  was  recognized 
for  his  long  and  honorable  service  to  the  Town  of  Cornish.  He  was  a  selectmen  for  32  years  and  has  been 
on  several  boards.  (Both  award  speeches  are  part  of  the  permanent  records) 

Caroline  Stoors  thanked  everyone  on  behalf  of  the  Spirit  Committee  for  helping  to  paint  and  maintain  the 
Meeting  House. 

Mike  Monette  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  detailed  statement  of  expenditures  in  a  larger  more  readable 
print. 

Larry  Dingee  stated  that  if  anyone  has  interest  in  being  involved  in  the  Planning,  Zoning  and  Conservation 
Commission  boards  to  let  the  Selectboard  know. 

Helen  Lovell  nominated  the  following  slate  for  Surveyors  of  Wood  Bark  and  Lumber.  Reyer  Jaarsma, 
James  Neil,  Robin  Waterman,  Fred  Weld,  Gwyn  Gallagher,  Dillon  Gallagher  and  Leo  Maslan.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Bill  Gallagher  and  voted  upon  in  the  affirmative. 

Bemice  Johnson  moved  that  the  following  be  appointed  as  Hog  Reeves:  Charlie  &  Patty  Aiken  and  Skip  & 
Brenda  Morse.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Ruth  Rollins  and  voted  on  in  the  affirmative. 
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Bill  Gallagher  nominated  the  same  slate  for  Fence  Viewers;  Alan  Penfold,  Kay  &  Gary  Wegner,  Leo 
Maslan,  Fred  Sullivan  and  Kay  Kibbie. 

James  Brown  then  gave  information  regarding  Saint  Gaudens  National  Historic  site  regarding  their  plans  for 
development  of  the  Blow-Me-Down  Milll.  A  meeting  with  the  public  in  November  indicated  parking  spaces 
for  13  vehicles,  bathrooms,  shuttle  buses,  a  raft  in  the  pond,  walking  trails  and  turning  the  Blow-Me-Down 
Mill  building  into  a  visitor  center/environmental  center  with  oflBces.  At  the  meeting  there  was  only  1  person 
who  spoke  in  favor  of  this  proposition  and  several  who  spoke  against  it.  However  in  the  local  newspaper 
(Valley  News)  recently,  John  Dryfhout  of  St.  Gaudens,  stated  that  the  Townspeople  were  in  favor  of  St. 
Gaudens  presentation.  James  Brown  wanted  to  get  a  sense  of  the  meeting  of  how  the  Townspeople  felt. 

Some  of  the  various  concerns  expressed  by  several  of  the  Townspeople  were; 

1 .  Property  owned  by  The  Trustees  of  St.  Gaudens  that  was  previously  owned  by  Don  &  Vera  Macleay. 
The  Macleays  have  a  life  tenancy  after  which  the  Town  will  no  longer  receive  tax  dollars  presently  that 
amount  a  year  is  $13,000. 

2.  The  park  service  has  a  fianding  amount  of  $800,000  to  spend  on  the  Macleay  property. 

3.  Traffic  concerns  regarding  the  Mill  parking  area  being  on  a  curve. 

4.  Increasing  the  visitors  fi^om  40,000  a  year  to  100,000. 

5.  No  zoning,  conservation,  including  wetlands  permits,  building  permits  or  local  rules  apply  to  the  Park 
Service. 

6.  The  National  Park  Service  has  purchased  additional  property  that  abuts  formerly  owned  by  Gayle  and 
Frederick  Covell  which  also  has  taken  $4000  out  of  tax  dollars. 

7.  The  former  Macleay  property  is  situated  on  the  Connecticut  River  which  could  have  a  large  impact  on 
that  area  regarding  boat  docks  and  other  water  activities. 

8.  General  concerns  regarding  changing  the  entire  area  to  something  that  does  not  resemble  the  quiet 
countryside  that  the  original  occupants  moved  here  for. 

Clark  Rockefeller  stated  that  it  is  possible  to  get  the  Federal  Government  out  of  Cornish.  He  stated  that 
John  Dryfhout  likes  to  be  a  boss  and  Cornish  did  not  have  to  accept  this.  The  environmental  center  that  is 
being  considered  for  The  Blow-Me-Down  Mill  is  almost  always  a  precursor  to  a  National  Park  and  there  is 
not  one  in  NH.  Clark  said  we  should  look  into  getting  rid  of  the  Federal  Government  so  that  100%  of  the 
taxes  would  be  paid. 

Susan  Chandler,  a  community  liaison  to  the  Trustees  of  St.  Gaudens,  stated  that  The  Trustees  of  St. 
Gaudens  have  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  Townspeople  concerns.  The  Park  Service  does  not  have  a 
budget  of  $800,000  to  put  into  the  Macleay  properties  as  previously  stated  because  they  can't  spend  money 
on  something  they  do  not  own.  The  only  plan  presently  to  spend  money  on  the  property  by  the  Trustees  is  to 
repair  the  bam.  Land  owned  by  St.  Gaudens  or  any  other  tax  exempt  organization  would  not  be  open  for 
development  which  would  mean  no  tax  dollars  would  be  necessary  for  any  school  services.  St.  Gaudens  is  a 
beautiful  asset  to  the  town..  Polly  Rand  said  we  could  have  much  worse  neighbors  than  St.  Gaudens. 

There  was  a  lot  of  discussion  regarding  concerns  of  the  fiiture  developments  at  St.  Gaudens  National 
Historic  Site.  Stuart  Hodgeman  moved  that  a  sense  of  the  meeting  be  taken  to  see  if  the  Townspeople  will 
allow  the  Selectmen  to  continue  to  communicate  with  the  National  Park  Service  and  to  initiate  truthful  and 
timely  communication  expecting  fiill  and  complete  disclosure  of  their  plans.  Special  concerns  to  be 
discussed  are  financial,  esthetics  and  social  impact  of  future  plans.  The  Townspeople  would  like  their 
concerns  to  be  listened  to  and  finally  for  the  Selectboard  to  comment  on  their  communication  at  next  years 
Town  Meeting.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Alan  Penfold  and  voted  on  in  the  afBrmative  by  a  hand  vote  of 
82  to  2. 

Doug  Hackett  fi-om  the  police  department  said  the  State  was  in  town  last  week  working  on  the  91 1 
addresses. 
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Dale  Rook  moved  to  adjourn  the  business  portion  of  the  meeting  which  was  seconded  by  Bill  Caterino  at 

4:55  PM  and  voted  on  in  the  afBrmative.

2001 

The  tragic  day  of  September  11,  2001  has  been  instilled  in  all  our  minds.  The  patriotism 
shown  in  our  country  after  this  date  and  our  support  given  to  our  government,  we  will 
conquer  all  any  terrorism. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  organized  a  committee  to  refurbish  the  present  Veteran's 
monument  at  the  Flat.  Hopefully  the  committee  will  be  ready  to  present  a  proposal  at  the 
Town  meeting  on  March  12,  2002.  The  present  Civil  War  monument  will  remain  as  is 
and  the  other  memorials  will  be  replaced  in  a  granite  monument. 

Our  Town  was  fortunate  again  this  year  that  we  did  not  have  to  borrow  to  pay  our  bills.

2001  REPORT 


200 1  was  a  busy  and  productive  year.  It  started  early  in  the  year  with  substantial 
snowfall  in  March  and  April. 

Spring  saw  350  ft.  of  new  culvert  put  in  various  locations  to  keep  water  flowing  through 
the  scraped  and  cleaned  ditches  and  away  from  the  new  gravel,  which  was  put  on  some 
roads  throughout  the  town. 

Summer  saw  the  completion  of  paving  Center  Road.  Pike  shimmed  Stage  Road  and  we 
will  be  chip  sealing  it  this  year,  which  will  make  for  a  better  road  surface. 

2001  also  saw  the  elder  truck  of  the  fleet  (1988  International)  retired  with  a  blown  motor, 
just  in  time  for  the  deliver  of  the  new  truck  (2001  International)  on  November  26, 2001. 
The  new  truck  is  a  welcome  addition  to  the  fleet. 

This  spring,  we  will  be  hauling  2500  yards  of  1  inch  minus  gravel,  which  is  needed  in 
various  locations  throughout  town. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  the  road  crew  who  work  very  hard  to  keep 
the  roads  clear,  clean  and  passable,  and  the  good  people  of  Cornish  whose  support  is 
greatly  appreciated.

Squad  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  This  comes  NOT  only  from  the  Cornish  Fire 
Chief,  but  also  from  the  surrounding  departments. 

In  between  the  calls,  training  and  maintaining  the  equipment  and  buildings,  the 
volunteers  of  the  Cornish  fire  department  also  work  on  raising  money  to  help  support  the 
department  and  lessen  the  burden  on  the  taxpayers. 

This  year  through  fund  raising,  (such  as  Bingo  which  runs  every  Tuesday  night  at  the 
Town  Hall),  and  some  very  generous  donations  from  Townspeople  and  a  wonderful  grant 
from  the  Park  Service  (Saint  Gaudens)  we  have  put  two  very  exciting  projects  into  the 
works. 

At  the  end  of  last  year  we  purchased  a  new  S50  Ford  cab  and  chassis.  Hopefully  by  the 
end  of  this  year  we  will  have  a  new  body  built  on  the  back  of  this  truck  and  it  will  serve 
as  a  mini-pumper/forestry  unit. 

We  also  have  put  together  approximately  $30,000  towards  a  new  fire  station  in  the  Flat. 
It  is  our  hope  that  over  the  next  couple  of  years  to  raise  enough  money  to  complete  this 
project. 

In  closing  I  salute  our  personnel  in  the  Fire  Department,  Rescue  Squad,  and  Police 
Department  for  their  outstanding  dedication  to  duty.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland 
fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or 
Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning. 
Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  where  burning  is  to 
be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA 
227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are 
also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs.  Open  burning  is  a  privilege,  NOT  a  right.  Help 
us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest  resource!  Build  small  brush  piles  that  can  be  quickly 
burned  and  extinguished. 

New  Hampshire  experienced  over  940  wildland  fires  in  2001 .  Most  of  the  fires  were 
human  caused.  Due  to  dry  conditions  fires  spread  quickly  impacting  more  than  20 
structures.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green 
space  around  the  house  and  make  sure  that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.  Only 
You  Can  Prevent  Wildland  Fires.

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CORNISH  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
2001  REPORT 

The  year  2001  was  a  tumultuous  year  for  the  Cornish  Police  Department.  We  spent  most 
of  the  year  understaffed,  but  continued  to  handle  over  85%  of  our  calls  within  our 
department.  Late  in  the  year.  Officer  Andy  Langlois,  a  full  time  police  officer  for 
Windsor,  VT  came  on  board  as  a  part  time  officer.  Andy  is  in  the  process  of  learning  the 
NH  System  and  will  be  obtaining  NH  Certification  in  April  2002.  At  the  time  of  this 
writing,  we  are  in  the  background  stage  of  hiring  our  fourth  part  time  officer. 

We  are  anxiously  awaiting  almost  $10,000  of  radio  equipment  that  is  coming  to  us  from 
the  NH  Lawnet  System.  This  is  the  result  of  federal  grants  obtained  by  the  NH  State 
Police.  Once  this  has  arrived,  all  of  our  equipment  needs  will  have  been  met. 

Our  main  goal  for  2002  will  be  to  increase  our  routine  patrols.  This  will  not  only 
improve  the  safety  on  our  roads,  but  also  provide  a  greater  police  presence  to  deter  any 
crimes.

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CORNISH  HEALTH  OFFICER'S 
2001  REPORT 


As  for  everyone,  the  tragedy  of  September  1 1  was  a  shocking  reminder  of  how  our  lives 
can  change  in  a  heartbeat.  It  was  also  a  reminder  to  me  as  health  officer  to  acquaint 
myself  with  the  Cornish  Emergency  Management  Plan,  which  has  been  compiled  and 
maintained  by  Bob  Maslan. 

I  was  please  to  confirm  that  there  is  a  comprehensive,  flexible  plan  in  place  to  deal  with  a 
very  wide  variety  of  emergencies,  utilizing  the  current  town  infrastructure  such  as  the 
school,  fire  houses,  fire,  police,  and  highway  departments,  town  officials,  radios,  etc.  and 
clearly  defined  avenues  of  communication  with  state  and  federal  authorities.  There  is 
also  a  draft  of  a  more  specific  plan  to  deal  with  terrorism  including  bioterrorism,  which  I 
am  reviewing. 

Routine  health  officer  activities  included  inspection  of  20  food  booths,  at  the  Fair  and 
responding  to  inquiries  about  water  testing,  privies,  rental  housing  requirements  and  dog 
bites. 

There  was  also  several  septic  system  failures  noted  this  year.  It  is  important  to  remember 
that  a  septic  system  needs  care  and  maintenance  and  even  so  the  "average  life 
expectancy"  of  a  septic  system  may  only  be  30  to  50  years.  A  lot  of  systems  in  town  are 
about  that  old  now,  so  they  may  be  getting  tired.  When  a  system  fails,  overflow  of 
sewage  onto  the  ground  or  into  streams  or  ground  water  creates  a  health  hazard  for  all  of 
us.  For  information  about  monitoring,  maintenance,  repair  and  replacement  of  septic 
systems,  you  can  call  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  at  271-3503,  visit 
their  web  site  at  ww^v.des.state.nh.  us,  or  contact  a  local  professional  contractor. 

Lastly,  please  remember  that  state  law  requires  all  cats  and  dogs  to  be  vaccinated  for 
rabies.  Recently  a  rabid  cat  on  a  dairy  farm  in  Brattleboro  exposed  several  people  as  well 
as  other  animals  to  rabies.

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CORNISH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  has  logged  some  extra  duty  this  year.  With  the  determination  to  thoroughly 
update  our  baseline  data  for  the  easement  properties  we  are  responsible  for,we  scheduled  six  extra 
meetings.  This  allowed  us  to  file  data,  fill  out  all  the  necessary  easement  forms  and  send  them  to 
the  organizations  holding  the  easements. 

We  also  pulled  some  extra  duty  on  the  volunteer  fi-ont  this  year.  The  Commission  members, 
towns  people,  and  a  dozen  members  of  the  NH  Non-game  and  Endangered  Species  Department, 
helped  construct  a  new  "bat  house"behind  the  Town  Offices.  This  building  project,  made  possible 
by  the  state  "moose  plate"fimds,  will  hopefully  provide  a  new  home  for  the  many  thousand  bats 
that  presently  reside  in  the  attic  of  the  Town  OfiBces.  This  colony  of  Little  Brown  Bats  represents 
one  of  the  largest  nursery  colonies  in  the  state.  Their  value  to  the  ecology  of  the  region, 
especially  in  terms  of  mosquito  control,  is  invaluable.  By  oflfering  the  bats  a  new  building  with 
optimum  chambers  to  reside  in,  we  hope  the  colony  gradually  shifts  quarters  to  the  new  building, 
therefore  allowing  us  to  eventually  close  oflfthe  attic  of  the  Town  Office.  Although  the  bats  have 
lived  in  the  attic  for  a  century,  their  numbers  have  grown  to  a  point  where  they  need  a  new  home. 

The  Commission  has  also  met  several  times  with  Saint  Gaudens  National  Park  officials.  The 
Park  officials  have  kept  us  updated  on  projects  they  are  undertaking,  such  as  the  new  boardwalk 
on  Mill  Pond,  Purple  Loosestrife  control  and  the  new  walkway  connecting  the  parking  lot  to  the 
Historical  site. 

The  Commission  again  this  year  was  involved  in  Green  Up  Week  and  the  Connecticut  River 
Fest;  both  events  continue  to  be  important  for  our  community.  Several  members  of  the 
Commission  have  been  involved  in  the  construction  of  "Beaver  Baffles".  These  baffles  will  be 
installed  in  several  beaver  damns  this  spring  in  order  to  control  water  levels.  These  baffles  allow 
for  water  level  control  without  having  to  rid  an  area  of  beaver. 

The  Conservation  Award  this  year  went  to  Paul  and  Joan  Queneau,  for  their  outstanding 
conservation  work  on  their  property  on  Burr  Road. 
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SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CHECKLIST 
2001  REPORT 


During  the  year  2001  the  Supervisors  held  all  required  sessions  for  both  the  Cornish 
School  District  and  Annual  Town  Meeting  as  well  as  reverification  updates. 

Correspondence  took  many  hours  during  the  year  2001.  Over  100  letters  had  to  be 
mailed  to  voters  who  had  not  voted  or  re-registered  for  the  reverification  of  names  on  the 
checklist  (as  required  by  law  during  the  year  2001).  A  task  that  took  many  hours  of  time 
in  April  checking  several  voter  lists,  calling  several  people,  etc.  Following  this  procedure 
those  who  still  did  not  respond  had  their  names  removed  from  the  list. 

Time  was  also  spent  checking  land  transfers  to  identify  people  who  had  left  the 
community.  Notices  had  to  be  sent  that  their  names  would  be  removed  from  the  voter 
list. 

As  new  people  registered  time  was  spent  notifying  other  towns  and  states,  to  allow  them 
to  delete  names  of  those  who  had  moved  to  Cornish. 

Making  corrections  to  ready  the  lists  for  posting,  keeping  the  card  files  up  to  date, 
publishing  notices  of  required  meeting  dates,  making  out  budgets  and  printing  reports 
also  required  extra  time. 

Readying  lists  for  the  court  to  be  used  to  choose  jurors  and  keeping  Walter  Gobin  up  to 
date  v^th  changes  for  the  computer  are  other  responsibilities. 

Voters  totaled  192  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  on  March  lO**"  and  294  voted  at 
the  March  13*  Town  Meeting,  from  a  checklist  of  1095  voters. 
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TOWN  FOREST  MANAGEMENT  COMMITTEE 
2001  REPORT 

If  you  have  not  already  had  a  chance  to  visit  the  Town  forest,  you  can  now  do  so  with  the 
aid  of  paint  blazed  trails,  and  a  color-coded  trail  map.  Free  copies  of  the  map  are 
available  at  the  Town  office,  and  this  spring  laminated  maps  will  be  hung  near  the  start  of 
the  trails  entering  the  forest.  (The  "yellow"  trail  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  2002.) 
Be  sure  to  check  out  the  handsome  wooden  signs  made  by  Richard  Thompson  (black 
locust  wood  donated  by  Robert  Oberkotter)  at  the  3  main  access  points  for  the  forest. 

The  sign  making  maps,  trail  work,  paint  blazing,  clean  up  of  the  logging  road  loop  were 
completed  in  2001 .  This  work  was  made  possible  by  a  combination  of  generous 
volunteer  labor  with  a  calculated  worth  of  $2,436.59,  and  a  matching  grant  from  the 
State.  We  received  a  check  for  $4,468. 12  from  the  State  grant  program  that  paid  for  all 
our  expenditures  to  date.  Many  thanks  to  all  the  volunteers  and  contractors  Reyer 
Jaarsma,  Rich  Heim,  Richard  Thompson  and  John  MacNamara. 

The  grant  allows  us  to  spend  up  to  $1,800  more  before  September  of  2002,  but  the 
additional  work  (to  make  Root  Hill  Road  more  drivable)  requires  the  cooperation  of 
weather  and  abutting  landowners. 

A  comprehensive  draft  of  the  management  plan  is  nearing  completion.  Target  date  for  a 
meeting  to  review  the  plan  with  all  interested  residents  is  in  May.  The  plan  emphasizes 
multiple  use  with  priority  given  to  preservation  of  wildlife  and  plant  habitats,  healthy 
biodiversity,  aesthetics,  education  and  recreational  access.  The  committee  has  identified 
a  small  portion  of  the  property  (20  out  of  270  acres)  that  we  feel  would  benefit  from 
active  thinning  and  would  be  a  suitable  demonstration  area  for  sustainable  timber 
harvesting  in  the  future.  No  logging  is  currently  planned,  and  as  previously  discussed, 
there  cannot  be  any  logging  until  the  management  plan  is  approved  by  the  Town  and  the 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  NH  Forests,  which  holds  the  conservation  easement  on  the 
property. 

Other  happenings  in  the  forest  include  placement  of  permanent  boundary  markers  (green 
on  white  "Cornish  Conservation  Land"  disks  designed  by  Suzanne  Lupien,)  a  guided 
nature  walk  with  Ned  Swanberg,  and  lots  of  deer  and  snowshoe  hare  activity.

2001  REPORT 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  waste  reduction  efforts  by  Cornish  residents  are  paying  off.  A 
preliminary  report  for  the  Sullivan  County  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District  (SCRRDD) 
shows  Cornish  residents  with  the  best  record  in  the  county  for  least  trash  produced  per 
person  at  587  pounds  per  person  in  2000. 

Improvements  at  the  Cornish  Recycling  Center  and  a  dramatic  increase  in  residential 
composting  will  add  to  the  fine  performance  of  2000.  At  the  Recycling  Center,  new 
categories  for  mixed  paper  and  mixed  containers  have  increased  convenience  for 
residents.  Town  Public  Works  employees  and  volunteers  deserve  credit  for  these 
refinements.  Cornish  Recycling  Technician  Pat  Pinkson-Burke  co-coordinated  the  sale 
of  more  than  fifty  (50)  residential  composting  bins  for  townspeople.  The  co-operative 
bin  sale  will  be  held  again  in  2002.  Contact  Mr.  Pinkson-Burke  for  details  at  542-8055. 

From  the  Sullivan  County  District  I  have  the  following  to  report: 

1 .  I  was  elected  Vice-Chairman  which  also  puts  me  on  the  Executive  committee; 

2.  Capping  the  ash  landfill  has  not  gone  well  because  the  one  bid  was  considerably 
above  our  engineer's  estimate,  and  the  capping  was  not  completed  on  schedule, 
resulting  in  additional  legal  fees  and  concern  about  erosion  and  additional  cost 
overruns, 

3.  Controversy  continues  concerning  the  $2,000,000  repair  to  Wheelabrator's  trash 
incinerator  smokestack.  The  question  is,  who  pays,  Wheelabrator  or  the  public? 

4.  The  $6,000,000  overcharge  alleged  against  Wheelabrator  by  the  Connecticut 
Valley  Electric  Company  (CVEC)  is  still  unresolved.  CVEC  promises  its 
customers  a  refund  if  the  utility  prevails  in  its  argument  before  the  Pubhc 
Utilities  Commission  that  the  incinerator  produced  electricity  is  over  priced.

We  are  please  to  have  this  opportunity  to  provide  a  brief  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  Cornish  on  some  of 
the  programs  and  activities  at  the  park  during  this  past  year. 

We  were  finally  successful  in  obtaining  a  line  item  appropriation  passed  in  the  160"^  Congress,  2"  Session 
to  provide  a  proper  Collections  Storage  facility  here  at  the  Saint-Gaudens  NHS.  The  original  building  was 
a  temporary  prefab  metal  building  installed  in  1979.  We  anticipate  that  the  new  building  should  be 
completed  by  spring  of  2002. 

We  had  a  very  successful  exhibition  this  past  year  of  the  work  of  Cornish  artist  Paul  St.  Gaudens  (1900- 
1954)  Accompanying  the  exhibition  is  a  book,  Paul  St.  Gaudens:  Ceramic  Artist  wliich  sells  for  $35.00 
and  is  available  from  the  Eastern  National  bookstore  at  the  site,  you  may  also  order  it  by  phone  or  on  the 
web  at  http ://vn\"vv. sgnlis. org. 

Approximately  40,000  visitors  were  counted  at  the  site  this  past  year.  $5 1,556.00  was  collected  in  entrance 
and  user  fees.  This  represents  a  drop  of  6%  in  fee  revenues  over  2000.  In  2002,  we  have  requested  an 
increase  in  admission  to  $5.00  per  person,  children  sixteen  and  under  and  educational  groups  will  continue 
to  be  admitted  free  of  charge. 

The  number  of  school  groups  hosed  by  the  Saint-Gaudens  NHS  in  2001  increased  by  21%  over  the 
previous  year.  This  results,  in  part,  from  the  site's  educational  outreach  program  (curriculum 
enhancement),  which  continues  to  be  expanded.  The  Sculptor-in-residence,  Helene  Massey  Hemmans 
provided  hands-on  sculpture  workshops  for  a  number  of  school  groups  this  past  year,  including  the  Cornish 
School  classes  of  Mrs.  Linda  Fuerst.  A  new  Junior  Ranger  program  has  also  been  produced  and  we  revised 
the  Comprehensive  Interpretive  plan  this  past  year. 

We  hope  the  newly  renovated  prefab  building  (former  maintenance  shop)  in  its  new  guise  as  a  visitor 
reception  facility  with  multi-media  programs,  library  and  bookshop  and  sanitary  facilities  will  be  a 
welcome  improvement  to  our  visitors  and  the  community  as  well. 

Each  year  the  Saint-Gaudens  Memorial  sponsors  a  summer  Sunday  concert  series  and  an  exhibition 
program  in  the  Picture  Gallery.  Should  you  wish  to  receive  the  armouncements  by  mail,  please  send  your 
name  and  address  to  us  this  month  so  that  you  can  receive  the  notices  directly.

2001  REPORT 

Volunteerism  is  alive  and  well  at  the  George  H.  Stowell  Library.  This  past  year,  several 
new  volunteers  joined  our  seasoned  group.  I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly 
thank  all  of  you  for  your  gift  of  time.  The  library  continues  to  function  smoothly  because 
of  the  efforts  of  these  dedicated  folks.  Presently,  the  following  community  members 
volunteer  on  a  monthly  basis  at  the  library:  Curt  Wyman,  Debbie  Stone,  Karen 
Woodbury,  Ginny  Gage,  Leigh  and  Loel  Callahan,  Richard  Scheuer,  Sue  Gagne,  Diane 
Prior,  Kate  Freeland,  and  Lorraine  Brasseur.  Bemice  Johnson  continues  to  assist  Ginny 
Gage  in  meeting  the  needs  of  our  bookmobile  patrons  who  are  unable  to  get  to  the  library 
on  their  own.  We're  grateful  to  Kathi  Patterson,  Pam  Gendron  and  Bernice  Johnson  for 
serving  as  trustees.  Also,  thanks  to  many  of  you  who  have  made  donations  during  2001 . 
Our  collection  of  materials  continues  to  grow  and  diversify  due  to  your  generosity. 
Unfortunately,  space  doesn't  allow  me  to  thank  each  of  you  by  name. 

Because  of  the  state  inter-Hbrary  loan  system  patrons  can  borrow  books  from  other 
libraries  that  aren't  available  through  our  collection.  We  continue  to  lend  our  books  to 
other  libraries  in  the  state  as  well.  During  2001,  we  borrowed  135  books  and  loaned  48. 
This  is  a  substantial  increase  over  last  year. 

Although  enrollment  in  our  summer  reading  program  was  small,  those  involved  had  fun 
and  read  a  variety  of  interesting  books.  Participants  got  together  weekly  for  a  story  and 
related  art  activity.  Drew  Reed  and  Nancy  Wightman  each  lead  one  of  these  get 
togethers.  Thanks  to  them  both  and  to  Mark  Woodcock  for  entertaining  us  with 
storytelling  at  the  kick-off  as  well  as  his  expert  assistance  with  art  projects. 

Another  library-sponsored  program  that  began  last  fall  is  our  monthly  book  discussion 
group.  This  idea  has  been  met  with  enthusiasm.  An  average  of  12  people  gather  to  talk 
about  a  book  the  group  has  agreed  upon.  Our  discussions  are  a  spirited  and  enjoyable 
way  to  connect  with  members  of  the  community.  Call  the  library  if  you  are  interested  in 
learning  more. 

Another  community  event  worth  mentioning  is  the  joint  book  sale  the  library  and  the 
Cornish  Farmers'  Market  organized  in  September.  This  happening  made  for  a  lively 
morning  at  the  market.  Proceeds  were  divided  among  the  library,  the  farmer's  market 
and  the  over  60 's  monthly  meal.  The  library  and  the  market  are  able  to  accumulate  more 
than  enough  books  to  offer  at  this  sale  so  keep  in  mind  that  we're  no  longer  able  to  accept 
your  donations  on  sale  day.  The  point  is  to  get  rid  of  the  discards  and  unused  book 
donations  from  the  library  basement  but,  due  to  enormous  last-minute  drop-offs,  we're 
inundated  with  books  that  don't  sell.  Many  thanks  to  Suzanne  Lupien  and  Janice  Orion 
for  finding  a  home  for  all  the  leftover  books. 
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Since  more  holes  are  developing  in  three  of  the  copper  valleys  of  the  slate  roof,  the 
trustees  anticipate  the  need  for  more  repair  work  during  2002  and  have  budgeted 
accordingly.  $700  has  been  included  in  the  library  budget  to  cover  the  estimated  cost. 
Also  the  trustees  propose  a  continued  allocation  to  the  library  capital  reserve  fund  that 
will  pay  for  the  balance  of  the  roof  repairs  and  repairs  to  the  library's  front  entrance  in 
the  near  future. 

We  purchased  a  new  iMac  last  year  and  are  now  online.  Patrons  may  access  the  Internet 
for  the  purpose  of  research  during  library  hours.  Being  online  allows  us  to  access 
ProQuest  databases,  a  free  database  available  through  the  state  library,  which  includes 
Discovery  Complete,  ABI  Select,  National  Newspapers  and  Reference  Module.  We  also 
have  access  to  another  online  service,  EBSCO  host  which  provides  users  with  instant 
access  to  thousand  of  searchable  full  text  periodicals  such  as  magazines,  newspapers, 
pamphlets,  ERIC,  etc. .  .In  addition,  we  have  OCLC  First  Search  service  which  will  aid 
patrons  in  their  online  searches. 

More  community  members  utilized  the  library  during  200 1  than  in  the  previous  year,  and 
I  hope  patronage  continues  to  increase  in  2002.  Please  come  visit  soon  and  see  what  we 
have  to  offer.

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CORNISH  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


2001  Report  To  The  Town 


The  Society's  most  important  project  is  the  rehabilitation  of  the  former 
Selectmen's  Office  on  School  Street.   Some  of  the  interior  and  the  exterior 
painting  is  done;  the  flooring  has  been  repaired,  strengthened,  insulated  and 
refurbished;  a  new  heating  system  has  been  added;  carpentry  work  on  the 
windows  is  completed  and  the  glass  replaced.  A  grant  from  the  James  Tasker 
Covered  Bridges  Fund  helped  us  plan  a  humidifying /dehumidifying 
component.   And  we  were  able  to  use  funds  from  the  Spirit  Committee  to 
help  make  some  of  the  improvements  to  the  building. 

The  highly  successful  "Tour  of  Interesting  Gardens  and  Historic  Place" 
on  June  23  added  about  $3500  to  the  Restoration  Fund,  our  ongoing  capital 
campaign  to  further  this  effort.   Eight  locales  were  included  on  the  Tour:  four 
private  gardens,  the  gardens  at  The  Saint-Gaudens  National  Historic  Site  and 
at  the  Cornish  Colony  Gallery  and  Museum,  and  two  historic  properties. 
Local  garden  expert  and  author  Henry  Homeyer  and  other  experienced 
gardeners  were  available  to  discuss  the  gardens  and  answer  specific  garden 
questions. 

As  of  January  of  2002  we  have  raised  $25,000  in  cash.  Our  Restoration 
Fund  goal  of  $40,000  is  therefore  in  sight,  but  the  additional  $10,000  for  the 
Endowment  Fund  is  not.   Nevertheless,  it  is  gratifying  to  us  to  know  how 
many  townspeople  believe  this  is  a  worthwhile  project  and  have 
demonstrated  their  belief  with  generous  contributions  at  all  levels.   We 
continue  to  seek  foundation  funding  and  will  keep  the  town  informed  about 
our  future  fundraising  activities. 

In  addition  to  planning  for  the  future,  we  continue  holding  our  regular 
meetings  on  the  second  Monday  of  April,  May,  June,  September,  and  October 
at  7:30  P.M.  As  always,  our  focus  is  on  Cornish  and  its  relation  to  the  wider 
world.   Last  April's   meeting  focused  on  farming  in  Cornish,  then  and  now. 
With  entertaining  anecdotes  and  informative  facts,  Fred  and  Shirley  Sullivan 
talked  about  this  significant  aspect  of  our  history.   In  May  Jim  Atkinson 
discussed  the  life  and  career  of  Ernest  Harold  Baynes,  a  beloved  member  of 
the  Cornish  Colony,  and  the  naturalist  at  Corbin  Park  at  the  beginning  of  the 
twentieth  century.     It  was  illustrated  with  photographs  resurrected  from  the 
glass  slides  that  Baynes  and  his  wife  took  of  local  wildlife  (remember  the 
picture  of  the  team  of  buffaloes  he  harnessed  and  proudly  drove?).   The 
September  meeting  featured  a  less  well-known  figure  in  the  Cornish  Colony, 
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Paul  St.  Gaudens  (1900-1954).  It  was  led  by  Henry  Duffy,  Curator  at  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  National  Historic  Site,  in  conjunction  with  the  Site's  extensive 
exhibition  of  his  work.   Much  of  it  was  done  in  the  Orchard  Kiln  Pottery, 
established  in  Cornish  in  1921,  where  he  proved  his  passionate  devotion  to 
pottery  and  prepared  his  highly  praised,  beautiful  glazes.  In  October  Ginny 
and  Lew  Gage,  with  nineteenth-century  costume  and  food,  talked  about  the 
Battle  of  Gettysburg  and  reminded  us  of  the  role  local  people  played  in  it. 

This  year  two  of  our  Spring  meetings  will  be  "theatrical"  events.   In 
April  Sharon  Wood  impersonates  one  of  Sarah  Josepha  Hale's  friends  to 
learn  more  about  the  woman  who  wrote  "Mary  Had  a  Little  Lamb,  "raised 
money  to  complete  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument,  established  the  Seamen's 
Aid  Society  ("the  first  organization  of  American  women"),  edited  Godey  's 
Lady  Book,  helped  preserve  George  Washington's  home  Mount  Vernon,  and 
fought  to  get  President  Abraham  Lincoln  to  sign  a  proclamation  for  the 
national  observance  of  Thanksgiving  Day.

Find  out  at  our  April 
meeting.   In  June  we  shall  be  transported  to  Japan  to  continue  our  exploration 
of  garden  themes  at  this  time  of  the  year.  James  Haaf,  Gardener  at  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  National  Historic  Site,  will  illustrate  a  discussion  of  basic  Japanese 
garden  design  and  take  us  on  a  (virtual)  stroll  through  a  Japanese  garden.  He 
will  do  so  dressed  in  appropriate  costume;  also,  he  will  provide  authentic 
background  music,  slides,  and  concrete  examples  of  effective  Japanese  garden 
design  based  on  his  familiarity  with  Japan  and  his  commitment  to  gardens 
and  garden  design.  The  other  Spring  meeting  will  also  take  us  beyond  our 
borders  as  Colin  Sanborn,  president  of  the  Claremont  Historical  Society,  will 
give  an  illustrated  talk  about  the  rich  and  interesting  past  of  our  neighbor  to 
the  south.

We  had 
the  usual  number  of  loyal  vendors:  about  1 1;  as  alwayc,  we  lose  and  gain  the  occasional 
vendor.  To  those  who  come  on  Saturday  mornings  between  9am  and  12  we  continued  to 
offer  a  wide  variety  of  goods,  both  edible  and  useful:  everything  from  lumber  to  goat 
milk  soap  via  bread  and  pasties,  wool,  smoked  fish,  produce,  jams,  ceramics,  maple 
syrup,  plants,  cheese,  metalwork  and  wooden  shoes. 

Our  monthly  special  events  included  a  puppet  show,  an  applefest  with  an  apple  pie 
competition  and  a  pie-making  contest,  a  pumpkinfest  with  a  face-carving  competition, 
and  a  book  sale.  This  year  we  had  daily  (ahnost)  music  supplied  by  Ara  Cardew  and 
Connie  Kousman  on  accordions  and  harmonicas,  Clara  and  Rosalie  Lipfert  on  violins, 
and  a  special  orchestral  performance  by  a  group  of  school  children.  We  encourage 
anyone  else  who  enjoys  performing  outside  in  a  relaxed  setting,  to  come  forward.  The 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  Markets  took  place  in  the  Meeting  House  in  Cornish  Flat 
and  were  well  attended. 

The  coming  season  will  kick  off  with  an  Easter  Market  and  the  regular  summer  season 
will  start  in  early  May  (dates  to  be  announced  -  watch  for  them  in  Consider  This....) 
We  hope  to  continue  to  be  a  friendly  and  entertaining  meeting  place  for  townspeople  and 
out-of-towners  alike,  and  to  provide  high  quality  and  interesting  things  to  buy.  As  always 
and  as  far  as  possible,  our  philosophy  is  to  sell  local  goods  made  or  produced  by  local 
people. 
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MT.  ASCUTNEY  REGION  RTVER  SUBCOMMITTEE 
ANNUAL  REPORT  -  2001 


This  year,  the  Subcommittee  continued  to  provide  information  and  assistance  to  states, 
towns,  and  to  local  landowners  on  a  number  of  projects  on  or  near  the  river.  We  have 
met  with  the  Southern  Windsor  County  Regional  Planning  Commission  to  discuss  the 
new  water  quality  plan  for  the  Black,  Mill,  and  Williams  Rivers  area,  the  Springfield 
Prison  project,  and  the  revitalization  of  Windsor's  riverfront  neighborhood.  We  also 
advised  the  State  of  Vermont  and  US  EPA  regarding  phosphorous  pollution  from  the 
Springfield  wastewater  treatment  facility,  which  leads  to  the  growth  of  thick  mats  of 
algae  near  Hoyt's  Landing. 

We  have  kept  CRJC  informed  of  recreation  problems  in  the  area  and  distributed  boater 
education  pamphlets  and  maps  to  help  visitors  learn  about  public  access  sites  and  visitor 
etiquette.  We  are  encouraging  the  states  to  address  the  problem  of  invasive  exotic 
species  such  as  purple  loosestrife  and  Eurasian  milfoil,  and  have  advised  CRJC  on  its 
riverbank  restoration  project  at  Fort  No.  4. 

We  are  encouraging  all  towns  in  our  region  to  review  our  Connecticut  River  Corridor 
Management  Plan,  and  to  incorporate  its  recommendations  as  they  update  town  plans  and 
revise  zoning  ordinances,  particularly  for  shoreland  protection. 

The  public  is  welcome  to  participate  in  our  meetings,  at  the  Windsor  House  on  the  second 
Tuesday  evening  of  every  other  month.  At  the  present  time,  Cornish  is  the  only  New 
Hampshire  town  unrepresented  on  the  river  subcommittee.  Citizens  interested  in 
representing  the  town  should  contact  the  Selectboard. 

More  information,  including  a  calendar,  advice  on  bank  erosion  and  obtaining  permits  for 
work  in  or  near  the  river,  and  a  summary  of  the  Connecticut  River  Corridor  Management 
Plan,  is  on  the  web  at  www.cric.org.

2001  Annual  Report 

The  UVLSRPC  is  a  nonprofit,  voluntary  association  of  30  communities  in  Vermont  and 
New  Hampshire  and  has  been  serving  the  Region  since  1963.  The  majority  of  the 
Region's  residents  work,  shop,  go  to  school  and  obtain  most  other  services  in  one  of 
the  Region's  three  socioeconomic  centers:  the  Upper  Valley  core  of 
Hartford/Lebanon/Hanover,  Sullivan  County's  Claremont-Newport  job  center,  or  the 
New  London/Lake  Sunapee  area.  One  of  our  purposes  is  to  guide,  coordinate  and 
promote  sound  economic  growth  and  development,  and  prepare,  maintain  and 
implement  a  comprehensive  regional  plan  for  these  areas.  Your  community's 
membership  in  the  regional  planning  commission  provides  you  with  a  voice  in  regional 
and  statewide  decision-making  that  affects  the  future  of  your  community,  such  as: 
where  growth  should  occur  and  what  special  places  our  citizens  want  protected  for 
future  generations;  what  the  responsibilities  are  of  job  centers  to  the  surrounding 
communities  that  provide  homes  for  their  workers;  how  to  allocate  federal 
transportation  dollars  to  best  balance  the  needs  of  residents  with  those  passing 
through;  and  state  obligations  to  our  communities  when  they  issue  permits  that  may 
have  significant  scenic  impacts,  or  threaten  water  quality,  or  change  our  villages  and 
downtowns. 

It  has  been  a  busy  year  for  us,  with  several  new  initiatives  underway.  With  our 
economic  development  partners,  we  have  begun  steps  to  extend  the  eligibility  for 
increased  federal  economic  development  funding  that  we  brought  to  eastern  Vermont 
this  year  to  our  New  Hampshire  communities  in  the  coming  years.  The  Upper  Valley 
Housing  Needs  Assessment  we  coordinated  began  to  answer  some  important 
questions  about  the  economic  development,  land  use  and  social  issues  interacting  with 
our  Region's  housing  supply,  and  the  November  Workforce  Housing  Summit  we 
initiated  as  follow-up  provided  a  forum  to  begin  developing  solutions.  The  transportation 
needs  of  our  busiest  population  center  are  being  addressed  more  cooperatively  through 
our  assistance  with  the  creation  of  a  public-private  Transportation  Management 
Association,  and  our  rural  villages  will  get  some  help  steering  federal  and  state 
transportation  dollars  to  better  meet  their  needs  through  our  upcoming  Rural  Village 
Highway  Design  Guide.  Building  on  our  long  history  of  involvement  in  the  Connecticut 
River  watershed,  we  are  currently  involved  in  watershed  protection  activities  in  the  Cold 
River,  Sugar  River  and  Mascoma  River  watersheds  in  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Lull's 
Brook  and  White  River  watersheds  in  Vermont.  The  Mascoma  River  watershed  work  is 
coupled  with  our  first  comprehensive  hazard  mitigation  planning  effort. 

In  addition  to  involvement  in  regional  issues,  UVLSRPC  provides  technical  assistance 
to  member  communities  with  the  development  and  implementation  of  local  plans.  Areas 
of  expertise  available  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  land  use  planning  and  regulation, 
transportation  planning,  emergency  management,  natural  resource  planning,  mapping, 
community  development  and  grant  administration.  Our  professional  planning  staff,  data, 
maps  and  library  regularly  provide  information,  guidance  and  training  to  local  officials 
and  board  members  and  many  area  nonprofits,  such  as  housing  and  land  trusts,  public 
transit  providers,  and  solid  waste  and  watershed  groups. 
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In  2001 ,  a  few  examples  of  our  work  for  the  Town  of  Cornish  included: 

Organized  two  household  hazardous  waste  collection  events. 

Provided  assistance  with  interpretation  of  state  laws  and  subdivision  regulations. 

Provided  guidance  with  master  plan  sun/ey  development. 

Provided  guidance  on  school  enrollment  projections. 

Provided  traffic  data. 

We  appreciate  Cornish's  participation  and  support  and  look  forward  to  continuing  to 
serve  your  comnnunity  in  the  coming  years.

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SULLIVAN  COUNTY  HOSPICE 
2001  REPORT 

Sullivan  County  Hospice  has  been  existence  since  1984.  We  are  a  volunteer  agency, 
governed  by  a  12  member  Board  of  Directors,  all  of  whom  reside  in  Sullivan  County. 

Our  mission  is  to  provide  practical  and  emotional  support  to  terminally  ill  patients  and 
their  families  within  Sullivan  County.  The  majority  of  the  individuals  we  serve  are  home 
hospice  patients,  who  have  decided  to  remain  at  home  under  the  care  of  their  families.  It 
is  in  this  setting  that  we  provide  most  of  our  services.  However,  we  have  the  flexibility 
to  follow  and  serve  our  patients  and  their  families  in  a  hospital  or  nursing  home  setting, 
as  well.  Our  volunteers  are  fully  trained  in  areas  such  as  death  and  dying,  the  grieving 
process,  active  listening  and  universal  precautions.  A  few  of  the  ways  our  volunteers 
provide  practical  support  include  respite  for  caregivers,  running  errands  and  light  meal 
preparation.  Our  volunteers  also  provide  emotional  support  to  both  the  patient  and  their 
family,  by  being  available  to  listen  and  offer  reassurance  and  encouragements. 

Our  referrals  come  from  doctors,  nurses,  visiting  nurse  associations,  discharge  planners, 
as  well  as  from  family  members  or  patients  themselves.  Our  only  requirements  for 
service  are  that  the  patient  be  terminally  ill  and  that  they  reside  in  Sullivan  County.  We 
accept  all  referrals  on  that  basis  and  there  is  never  a  charge  for  our  service. 

In  addition  to  providing  volunteer  services,  Sullivan  County  Hospice  offers  a 
bereavement  support  group.  This  group  is  scheduled  for  six  sessions  a  year,  each  lasting 
a  period  of  five  weeks.  These  groups  are  open  to  anyone  working  through  the  grieving 
process. 

We  hope  that  you  will  continue  to  support  our  work  as  we  continue  in  our  efforts  to 
support  the  terminally  ill  and  their  families  in  Sullivan  County.

We  continue  to  offer  tobacco  and  shoplifting  programs.  Our  resource  center  houses 
information  on  a  variety  of  topics  accessible  to  families  within  the  Sullivan  County  area. 

We  have  recently  begun  offering  new  services  to  area  high  schools.  We  have  been 
talking  with  some  of  the  high  schools  to  begin  providing  Teen  groups  during  the  after 
school  hours.  We  have  further  been  speaking  with  some  other  community  members 
regarding  the  groups. 

We  have  also  been  talking  with  school  districts  regarding  vocational  programming. 
Children  and  Youth  Services  is  now  offering  vocational  assessments.  Different 
vocational  package  options  have  been  provided  to  some  area  schools  and  we  are  starting 
to  expand  to  others.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  of  the  Community: 

The  first  year  of  my  second  term  in  the  Legislature  passed  much  too  quickly,  and  it 
appears  that  not  much  has  been  accomplished  as  far  as  our  ever  present  dilemma  of 
education  funding.  We  are  starting  this  year  at  about  the  same  place  where  I  came  in 
three  years  ago. 

Those  of  us  who  are  on  the  "donating"  end  feel  very  strongly  that  the  "Broad  Base 
Property  Tax"  must  go.  On  the  other  hand  those  "receiving"  have  not  realized  the 
insidiousness  of  this  broad  base  tax  and  will  not  until  they  land  on  the  other  list  which  is 
growing  year  by  year.  It  is  very  interesting  to  note  that  tovms  that  do  receive  still  pay 
higher  and  higher  property  taxes. ...  I  wonder  why? 

The  property  tax  not  only  bears  the  burden  of  education  funding  but  the  extra  weight  of 
the  County  tax  levied  on  all  our  towns  in  Sullivan  County.  If  this  keeps  up,  our 
municipalities  will  find  it  hard  to  finance  the  necessities.  I  can  assure  you  I  have  been 
and  will  continue  to  be  very  vocal  in  defeating  this  onerous  tax. 

I  believe  we  have  well  over  400  Bills  to  work  on  this  session.  Unfortunately,  these  will 
be,  by  in  large,  eclipsed  by  the  ever  present  heated  debate  over  education  funding. 
Criminal  Justice  and  Public  Safety,  my  committee,  will  be  taking  up  issues  relating  to 
DNA  testing,  possession  of  deadly  weapons  in  a  safe  school  zone,  the  plea  of  guilty  but 
insane,  an  extended  term  license  to  carry  a  concealed  firearm  and  the  applicability  of  the 
stalking  stature  to  minors,  to  name  a  few. 

The  redistricting  issue,  as  of  this  writing,  is  still  not  settled  here  in  Sullivan  County.  I 
have  no  idea  which  towns  I  v^U  be  aligned  with  next  term.  As  usual,  in  politics,  logic 
has  no  standing.

However,  the  powers  that  be  seem  to 
feel  that  splitting  us  up  makes  good  sense.

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School  Board  Annual  Report 

At  the  2001  school  district  meeting  we  discussed  the  need  to  hire  a  consultant  to 
study  whether  we  structure  our  school  as  effectively  as  possible,  the  direction  of 
our  future  enrollment,  and  enrollment's  effect  on  school  planning. 

Representatives  from  the  New  England  School  Development  Council  (NESDEC) 
met  with  school  board  members,  school  staff,  and  administrators  to  learn  how  our 
school  operates.  They  also  met  with  the  selectmen,  realtors,  and  members  of  the 
Historical  Society  to  get  a  sense  of  where  Cornish  has  been  and  where  it  is  going. 
In  October  we  held  a  well-attended  community  forum  to  hear  NESDEC'S 
preliminary  report  and  to  raise  issues,  which  we  felt,  had  not  been  addressed. 

Finally,  NESDEC  presented  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  school  board 
at  its  regular  meeting  on  November  19.  This  report  has  been  available  through  the 
school  or  SAU  office,  and  will  be  available  at  the  2002  school  district  meeting. 

Highlights,  directly  quoted  from  the  report,  include,  but  are  not  limited  to: 

*  Total  enrollment  at  the  Cornish  School  is  projected  to  shrink  from  the  current 
175  to  129  by  the  fall  of  2004.  It  appears  that  enrollment  will  level  off  in  the  high 
120s  for  the  next  several  years. 

*  Cornish  has  had  a  commendable  history  of  small  classes. 

*  The  building  is  well  maintained  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  district  has  a  sound 
maintenance  program  for  the  school. 

*  The  playground  area  near  the  school  is  totally  paved  with  asphalt  and  does  not 
provide  the  space  needed  for  outdoor  activities.  The  larger  lower  playground  [the 
fairgrounds]  is  of  ample  size,  yet  there  are  times  in  the  school  year  when  it  is  off 
limits  to  the  students. 

*  Thought  should  be  given  to  improving  the  vehicular  traffic  pattern. 

*  There  is  a  need  to  increase  space  allocated  for  auxiliary  services... It  is 
recommended  that  the  special  education  classroom  be  used  only  for  that  program. 

*  The  size  of  the  school  office  does  not  provide  for  space  needed  for  the  principal 
and  staff.  There  is  also  a  need  to  provide  a  conference  room  for  staff  and  parent 
meetings. 
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Beginning  in  April,  the  board  and  Assistant  Superintendent  will  organize  several 
forums  to  bring  the  community  together  to  begin  formulating  a  long-range  plan  to 
address  these  and  other  issues  raised  by  the  report,  as  well  as  issues  independently 
raised  by  the  community  and  the  school  staff.  Our  tentative  plan  is  for  an  evening 
forum  for  the  community,  an  afternoon  forum  for  seniors  (perhaps  at  the  monthly 
luncheon?),  and  a  forum  for  school  staff. 

Some  of  the  most  important  work  the  school  board  will  do  during  this  long-range 
plaiming  process  is  to  evaluate  on  an  on-going  basis  the  services  received  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  office,  through  the  Assistant  Superintendent. 
Toward  that  end,  we  have  met  twice  with  the  executive  director  of  the  New 
Hampshire  School  Boards  Association  in  training  sessions,  and  plan  to  schedule  a 
third  for  the  winter  or  early  spring.  During  this  evaluation  process,  we  will 
articulate  our  vision  for  the  school  district  based  on  the  NESDEC  report  and  will 
incorporate  what  we  have  learned  from  the  community.  Finally,  we  will  draw  up 
goals  to  be  adopted  by  the  board  in  the  fall. 

It  is  an  exciting  process,  and  you  are  strongly  encouraged  to  become  involved. 
Notice  of  forums  will  be  posted  in  the  school  newsletter,  in  letters  to  the  editors  of 
the  Valley  News  and  The  Eagle,  and  posted  about  town. 

Prior  even  to  the  initiation  of  this  long-range  planning  process,  the  board  will 
recommend  to  the  voters  that  the  district  reduce  the  number  of  teachers  in  its 
employ  as  a  result  of  the  drop  in  enrollment.  In  addition,  it  will  bring  together  the 
Facility  Study  Committee  and  re-examine  its  charge  based  on  the  NESDEC 
report. 

On  another  front,  after  six  years  of  a  successful  tenure.  Superintendent  Robert 
Patterson  will  retire  at  the  end  of  June,  and  the  SAU  board  (comprised  of  the 
Cornish,  Claremont,  and  Unity  school  boards)  have  begun  the  process  of  hiring 
his  successor.  A  screening  committee  will  spend  three  evenings  and  one  Saturday 
at  the  end  of  January  and  beginning  of  February  interviewing  a  field  of  applicants, 
and  will  forward  a  list  of  the  most  promising  candidates  to  the  SAU  board  for 
consideration. 

The  screening  committee  is  made  up  of  parents,  senior  community  members, 
business  people,  teachers,  and  school  administrators  from  the  three  towns  of  the 
SAU.  Cornish  is  represented  by  Jill  Edson  and  Bill  Palmer.

School  Administrative  Unit  6 

I  am  writing  this  report  to  you  the  morning  after  the  joint  School  Board 
and  Selectmen  public  hearing  regarding  their  respective  budgets.  Throughout  the 
long  budget  process  that  the  School  Board  has  gone  through  and  the  many 
meetings  open  to  public  participation,  I  have  noticed  the  respect  and  courtesy  with 
which  differing  opinions  have  been  stated  and  debated.  Cornish  community 
members  should  be  very  proud  of  themselves.  Our  children  learn  these  character 
attributes  from  us,  the  adults,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  see  them  in  action  at  your 
meetings.  On  behalf  of  the  SAU  and  your  elementary  school,  thank  you. 

What  can  I  possibly  add  to  the  School  Board's  report  to  you?  This  year 
has  seen  the  start  of  the  advance  planning  process,  through  the  New  England 
School  Development  Council  (NESDEC).  Their  report,  which  is  available  to  any 
community  member  by  calling  my  office  at  543-4200,  has  given  school 
administrators  and  the  board  a  good  look  at  the  school,  its  facilities,  and  an 
estimate  of  future  school  population.  As  the  school  and  community  begin  the 
process  of  adjusting  to  a  lower  elementary  school  enrollment,  questions  now  arise 
regarding  what  curriculum  areas  are  to  be  taught,  to  which  grades,  and  for  how 
long,  to  name  only  a  few.  Everyone  wants  the  best  for  their  children  and  for  them 
to  have  a  better  life  than  we,  their  parents,  have  had.  The  challenge  now  is  how  to 
match  that  ideal  with  the  economic  realities  that  we  all  face  and  then  to  stretch 
that  match  just  a  little  more.  This  challenge  is  not  insurmountable.  One  of  the 
questions  the  community  needs  to  ask  itself  during  the  planning  process  is  "What 
do  we,  the  residents  of  Cornish,  want  our  school  to  be  known  for  and  to  provide  to 
us  and  our  children?"  Through  community  groups  and  open  discussion,  answers 
can  be  found  to  this  question  and  more.  I  am  eager  to  start  this  process  in  April 
and  I  hope  that  you  are  as  well. 

The  School  Board  report  has  noted  the  upcoming  retirement  of  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Dr.  Robert  Patterson.  Throughout  his  tenure,  he  has 
kept  the  issues  of  early  childhood  education  before  each  of  the  school  boards, 
each  administrator,  and  each  of  the  three  SAU  communities.  That  focus  is  a 
hallmark  of  his  time  with  us  and  I  believe  each  of  us  owes  him  our  thanks  for 
always  making  sure  that  we  don't  overlook  the  needs  of  the  very  youngest  among 
us. 

The  events  of  this  past  year  have  been  truly  dramatic,  as  well  as  tragic.  In 
closing  my  report  to  you,  I  wish  to  thank  our  young  men  and  women  in  uniform 
throughout  the  world  for  their  sacrifice  and  patriotism.  To  everyone  in  the 
Cornish  community,  EMS  and  police,  fire  and  community  volunteers,  and  school 
staff,  the  Cornish  Elementary  School  is  a  better  place  because  of  your  efforts.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

2002 

This  has  truly  been  a  remarkable  year  in  the  Cornish  School,  Cornish  community 
and  for  that  matter  throughout  the  country.  It  would  be  hard  to  write  this  report 
without  making  note  of  the  tragic  events  of  September  11,  2001  that  have  effected 
us  all  so  profoundly.  It  is  with  great  pride  that  I  remember  the  caring 
professionalism  of  our  staff  in  the  days  and  weeks  following  that  day.  I 
remember  the  ceremony  on  the  playground  where  we  were  joined  by  the  Cornish 
fire  department  in  thanking  and  acknowledging  the  heroism  of  the  firefighters, 
police  officers  and  emergency  service  workers  in  New  York  City.  The  students 
made  a  large  banner  for  that  day  thanking  our  own  firefighters  who  are  heroes  as 
well. 

As  I  write  this  report,  I  can  look  out  my  office  door  and  see  the  beautiful  quilt  sent 
to  us  by  fourth  grade  students  from  PS  29  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  as  a  response 
to  receiving  a  special  laminated  book  of  drawings  from  our  kindergarten  through 
grade  eight  classes.  Our  penny  drive  and  bake  sale,  to  raise  money  for  the  Red 
Cross,  were  wonderfully  successful  and  also  helped  our  children  feel  that  they 
were  doing  something  real  to  help.  Ms.  Connie  Filbin,  our  school's  guidance 
counselor,  was  the  driving  force  behind  these  and  other  projects.  I  thank  her 
particularly  for  the  steady  leadership  she  provided  our  students  and  staff  during 
those  difficult  first  weeks.  I  thank  all  the  parents  and  community  members  who 
wrapped  their  arms  around  the  children  of  Cornish  and  showed  them  the  love  they 
so  richly  deserve. 

Cornish  Communitv  Parent  Teacher  Organization:  Speaking  of  community, 
parents  and  teachers,  the  CCPTO  (formally  SCIP)  was  created  this  fall  to 
hopefully  become  an  action-oriented  group  in  Cornish.  The  CCPTO's  mission  is 
"to  enhance  educational  and  social  opportunities  while  strengthening  school  and 
community  ties".  Its  goals  include: 

•  To  organize  extra-curricular  activities,  art  enrichment  and  recreation  for 
Cornish  students. 

•  To  provide  and  foster  mutually  beneficial  relationships  for  students  and 
community  members  through  service  projects 

•  To  bring  parents  and  community  members  together  by  providing  educational 
support  and  creating  fun  and  social  opportunities. 

•  To  provide  a  focus  for  volunteer  efforts  that  support  the  education  of  Cornish 
students.

Writing  Initiative:  The  Cornish  School  teachers  have  identified  writing 
instruction  as  a  primary  goal  for  the  year.  Through  data  analysis  of  our  New 
Hampshire  State  tests,  Terra  Nova  test  results  and  writing  samples  throughout  the 
grades,  we  have  determined  that  this  particular  area  requires  our  focus  and 
attention.  Presently,  we  have  ten  teachers  involved  in  a  yearlong  course 
sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Writing  Program,  UNH  Department  of  English 
and  UNH  Continuing  Education.  We  received  a  grant  of  $10,000  to  support  this 
staff  development  opportunity.  Other  teachers  have  participated  in  writing 
workshops  and  conferences  throughout  the  year  and  the  teachers  have  met 
regularly  to  share  information  and  knowledge  with  their  colleagues. 

Many  activities  have  already  taken  place  at  the  school.  This  spring,  we  plan  to 
have  a  number  of  events  and  activities  revolving  around  the  art  of  writing  and 
hope  that  many  parents  and  community  members  will  be  involved.  The  CCPTO 
has  committed  its  resources  to  support  this  goal  as  well. 

As  usual,  I  find  myself  out  of  room.  I  encourage  you  to  read  our  weekly 
newsletter  to  get  the  most  up-to-date  news  about  your  school.  Better  still,  come 
on  in  and  visit  us.  We  are  proud  of  our  school  and  would  love  the  opportunity  to 
share  it  with  parents  and  community  members. 

1  once  again  thank  the  Cornish  community  for  allowing  me  the  privilege  of  being 
a  small  part  of  the  lives  of  its  most  precious  resource,  its  children.

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BUILDING  MAINTENANCE  COMMITTEE 

2002 

The  Building  Maintenance  Committee  had  a  significantly  quieter  year  compared 
to  the  1999-2000  school  year,  one  of  our  busiest  on  record.  The  two  main 
projects  completed  this  past  summer  were  the  tiling  of  the  gym  bathroom  floors 
and  the  siding  replacement  on  the  west  side  of  the  school.  Smaller  projects 
included  some  interior  painting,  unit  ventilator  work  and  shelving  and  storage  for 
several  classrooms. 

As  noted  in  last  year's  report,  all  major  systems  in  the  school  have  received 
significant  attention  over  the  past  six  years.  Many  of  these  projects  were  brought 
to  the  voters  by  way  of  warrant  articles  during  School  District  meetings.  We 
encourage  community  members  who  have  not  recently  taken  the  opportunity  to 
visit  the  school  to  stop  by  and  take  a  look.  We  believe  that  you  will  be  pleasantly 
surprised  with  the  level  of  upkeep  and  maintenance  established  by  your  school 
system. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  projects  requiring  our  attention.  The  re-design  of  the 
parking  area  in  front  of  the  school  continues  to  be  an  important  consideration. 
We  are  also  exploring  the  possibility  of  setting  up  a  proper  emergency  generator 
system  that  would  support  the  critical  systems  in  the  school  in  case  of  extended 
loss  of  power.  Because  the  school  is  the  designated  emergency  shelter  for 
Cornish,  we  are  working  with  the  selectmen  on  this  project. 

Once  again,  we  thank  all  the  volunteers  who  have  supported  many  of  the  projects 
noted  above.  We  also  thank  the  Cornish  taxpayers  who  have  generously  provided 
the  resources  to  make  all  this  possible.

Quality  Improvement  Program: 
Analysis  of  Nurse  Visits: 

There  were  a  total  of  1 ,697  nurse  visits  in  the  School  Year  2000/2001 .  In 
general,  the  Middle  School  had  an  increased  rate  of  visits  than  did  the  lower  wing. 

As  expected,  the  number  of  illnesses  exceeded  the  number  of  injuries  in  cold 
weather  months.  In  most  cases,  the  outcome  of  visits  resulted  in  children 
returning  to  class. 

In  a  comparison  of  the  average  number  of  student  injuries  in  a  selected 
population  of  NH  State  K-8  elementary  schools  (30)  and  the  average  number  of 
student  injuries  in  Cornish  Elementary,  Cornish  seemed  to  have  a  higher  average. 
In  analyzing  the  State  data,  a  question  presented  itself:  how  is  the  term  injury 
defined?  Per  Katherine  Rannie,  who  devised  the  state  questiormaire,  there  was  no 
specific  definition  given  for  the  term  injury. 

Goal:  Continue  to  collect  data  to  establish  trends.  Examine  results  for 
opportunity  to  improve  student  health. 

Follow-up:  Analyze  injury  data  by  class,  by  month,  by  place  or  injury,  by 
type  of  injury.  Analyze  illness  data  by  class,  by  month,  by  type  of  illness.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 
CORNISH  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

March  10,  2001 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  Cornish, 
N.H.,  was  held  on  March  10,  2001,  at  the  Cornish  Elementary  School. 
Leland  Atwood,  Robin  Monette,  and  Ruth  Rollins  were  sworn  in  as 
Supervisors  of  the  Checklist  by  School  District  Clerk  Kathryn  Patterson 
who  also  swore  in  Lois  Fitts,  Kate  Freeland,  Kim  Patterson,  and  Sandra 
Redlands  as  Ballot  Inspectors.  Moderator  George  Edson  swore  in  Kathryn 
Patterson  as  Assistant  Moderator. 

Assistant  Moderator  Patterson  opened  the  meeting  at  10:00  a.m. 
After  declaring  a  quorum  present,  she  opened  the  polls  for  voting  on 
Article  I  by  paper  ballot. 

Moderator  George  Edson  called  the  business  meeting  to  order  at 
1 :08  p.m.  with  a  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

Article  I:  (Election  of  Officers) 

There  were  1 92  ballots  cast. 
SCHOOL  BOARD  -  Curt  Wyman,  Sr.  was  elected  to  a  three-year  term 

with  120  votes.  Dan  Charland  received  70  votes. 
MODERATOR  -  Ray  Evans  was  elected  to  a  one-year  term  with  1 63 

votes. 
TREASURER  -  Terri  Rondos  was  elected  as  a  write-in  candidate  to  a 

one-year  term  with  44  votes. 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  CLERK  -  Kathryn  Patterson  was  elected  to  a 

one-year  term  with  183  votes. 

Article  II:  (Hearing  of  Reports) 

Terrie  Scott,  on  behalf  of  the  school  board  and  the  school  district, 
thanked  George  Edson  for  being  the  quintessential  moderator: 
unflappable,  courteous,  and  fair.  Edson,  who  is  stepping  down  after 
several  years  as  moderator,  was  presented  with  a  bouquet  of  flowers. 

Scott  also  thanked  retiring  teacher  Ruth  Schneider  for  her  35  years 
of  service.  There  will  be  a  community  celebration  for  her  in  the  spring 
with  details  in  the  school  newsletter. 

In  addition,  she  reaffirmed  the  school  board  commitment  to 
providing  high  school  choice  but  asked  voters  to  review  the  High  School 
Committee  report  concerning  Hanover  and  Hartford  policies  on  accepting 
Cornish  tuition  students  in  the  ftiture. 

Principal  Scott  Kalter  requested  that  the  following  be  added  to  the 
minutes: 
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"On  behalf  of  the  students  and  staff  of  the  Cornish  School,  I 
would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Tom  Spaulding  and  the  town  road  crew  for 
their  skilled  and  tireless  efforts  at  keeping  our  roads,  bus  routes, 
and  school  grounds  clear  and  safe  for  everyone. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Mike  Monette  and  Mrs. 
Maggie  Edwards  for  their  skilled  and  tireless  efforts  at  keeping  the 
school's  grounds  and  facility  clean  and  safe  for  students,  staff,  and 
the  greater  Cornish  School  community." 
Ruth  Rollins  moved  that  the  District  accept  the  reports  of  agents, 

committees,  or  officers  chosen  as  reported  in  the  234'  Annual  Report. 

The  motion  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote  after  a  second  by  Willis  Reed. 

Article  III:  (Main  Budget) 

Moderator  Edson  introduced  the  School  Administrative  Unit 
personnel.  School  Board  Members,  the  Supervisory  Union  personnel  in 
attendance,  Principal  Scott  Kalter,  the  District  officers,  and  the  election 
officials. 

Terrie  Scott  then  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,809,534  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  District 
officials,  agents  and  employees  for  payment  of  statutory  obligations,  and 
to  authorize  the  applications  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  together  with 
other  income,  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriations,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town.  The  above  amount  includes  $2,636,523 
for  the  general  fund,  $49,008  for  the  school  lunch  fund,  and  $124,003  for 
the  federal  projects  fund,  including  the  third  year  of  the  French  grant.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Curt  Wyman.  During  the  section-by-section 
review  of  the  budget,  questions  were  raised  and  comments  made.  The 
issues  of  main  concern  were  increasing  special  education  costs  (20%  of 
our  student  population  receive  special  education  services)  and  the  fact  that 
these  services  are  federally  mandated  but  not  federally  funded,  the  school 
lunch  fund  deficit,  and  the  lack  of  individual  accounting  for  warrant  article 
moneys.  The  motion  was  passed  by  a  show  of  hands. 

Article  IV:  (Deficit  Appropriation) 
The  motion  was  made  by  Brent  Edgerton  that  the  District  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  $65,000  to  cover 
additional  unanticipated  special  education  costs  in  the  2000-01  school 
year.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Alan  Penfold.  This  money  is  needed 
to  pay  for  the  increased  costs  of  providing  federally  mandated  services  for 
special  education  students  identified  under  federal  laws.  This  cost  was  not 
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anticipated  when  the  School  Board  presented  their  appropriation  request  at 
last  year's  District  Meeting.  The  motion  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  V:  (Collective  Bargaining  Agreement) 

Terrie  Scott  made  the  motion  that  the  District  vote  to  approve  the 
cost  item  included  in  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  reached  between 
the  Cornish  School  Board  and  the  Cornish  Education  Association  which 
calls  for  the  following  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits: 

Year  Estimated  Increase 

2001-02  $55,080 

2002-03  $28,270 

and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $55,080  for  the  2001-02  fiscal 
year,  such  sum  representing  the  additional  costs  attributable  to  the  increase 
in  salaries  and  benefits  over  those  of  the  appropriation  at  current  staffing 
levels  paid  in  the  prior  fiscal  year.  After  a  second  by  Patrick  Pinkson- 
Burke  and  clarification  that  the  money  would  raise  the  level  for  base  pay 
and  put  teachers  on  the  proper  steps  for  their  experience  and  level  of 
education,  the  motion  was  passed  by  a  paper  ballot  with  90  yes  and  55  no 
votes. 

Article  VI:  (Instrumental  Music) 

Susan  Borchert  made  the  motion  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,410  to  fund  an  instrumental  music  teacher  for 
20%  time.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Karen  Woodbury.  The  money 
would  fund  the  salary  costs  for  a  one-day-a-week  instrumental  music 
teacher  for  grades  5-8.  The  Friends  of  Cornish  Music  group  has  raised 
donations  and  pledges  of  $2,435  to  build  a  stock  of  "school"  instruments 
to  loan  to  those  students  who  can  not  afford  to  purchase  or  rent  one.  The 
motion  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  VII:  (Portable  Classroom) 
It  was  moved  by  Sandra  Gee,  seconded  by  Richard  Thompson, 
that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,600  for  the 
2001-02  lease  costs  for  the  existing  portable  classroom  at  the  Cornish 
Elementary  School.  Discussion  centered  around  the  lack  of  adequate 
space  for  existing  programs  and  the  report  due  in  October  of  2001  from 
the  Program  Study  Committee  that  will  outline  their  findings  concerning 
space  needs.  The  motion  was  defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  VIII:  (Appropriate  to  Capital  Reserve) 
Curt  Wyman  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $6,600  to  be  added  to  the  School  District  Building  and  Site   - 
Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Jim  Strout  seconded  the  motion. 
The  discussion  centered  around  the  reporting  format  for  the  District's 
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capital  reserve  funds  and  a  request  for  facts  and  figures  on  the  school's 
required  space  needs,  how  they  can  be  met  through  additions  and/or 
renovations,  and  the  cost  of  building,  hearing,  etc. 

Jim  Strout  amended  the  main  motion  to  increase  the  appropriation 
to  $10,000.  Seconded  by  Peter  Lynch,  the  motion  to  amend  failed  on  a 
show  of  hands  vote. 

The  original  motion  passed  on  a  hand  vote  of  41  yes,  31  no. 

Article  IX:  (Siding  Replacement) 
It  was  moved  by  Curt  Wyman  and  seconded  by  Karen  Woodbury 
that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000  to  fund 
replacement  of  siding  on  the  west  side  of  the  school.  The  motion  passed 
by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  X:  (Gym  Bathroom  Renovations) 
Curt  Wyman  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000  to  fund  renovations  to  be  done  to  the  gym  bathrooms, 
consisting  of  floor  tiling,  painting,  and  fixture  repair.  Willis  Reed 
seconded  the  motion  which  then  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  XI:  (Other  Business) 

Larry  Dingee  asked  that  the  format  for  the  School  District  financial 
reports  be  similar  to  the  format  for  the  Town  financial  reports  when 
presented  in  the  Town  Report  books. 

Maurie  Hodgeman  wanted  a  consensus  of  class  size.  Terrie  Scott 
invited  her  and  any  other  interested  community  members  to  attend  school 
board  meetings  as  the  school  board  members  welcome  the  input. 

After  a  motion  by  Curt  Wyman  and  a  second  by  Susan  Borchert, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  by  a  voice  vote  at  5:20  pm.

INDEPENDENT  A  UDITOR  'S  REPORT 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Cornish  School  District 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2001  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  theresponsibility  of  the  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is 
to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States 
of  America.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining, 
on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management, 
as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a 
reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  accounting  principles  generally 
accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.

The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Cornish  School  District  as  of  June  30,  2001,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in 
conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Cornish  School  District  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements 
listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not 
a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Cornish  School  District.  Such 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
